Elder  Kirkham  was  reported 
to  have  been  in  poor  health  for 
the  past  year. 

A member  of  the  First  Coun- 
cil of  Seventy,  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints, 
since  1941,  he  was  also  active 
in  the  Boy  Scouts  of  America 
program.  Elder  Kirkham  had 
participated  in  World-  Scout 
Jamborees  in  the  United  States 
in  five  foreign  countries  as  well  ‘ 


ecutive  of  Region  12.  He  was 
active  in  the  MIA  program  of 
the  church. 

He  was  a graduate  of  Brigham 
Young  University  and  had  stud- 
ied music  in  Germany  and  at 
Columbia  University  in  New 
York  City.  He  taught  at  Ricks 
College,  in  Rexburg,  Idaho,  and 
was  head  of  the  music  depart- 
ment of  the  former  LDS  Uni- 
versity in  Salt  Lake  City.
